7 cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  8 notifications  received  during  1946.  There  were  7 deaths  due 
to  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  as  compared  with  3 during  1946. 
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Water  Supplies. 


Present  Position. 

The  Council’s  water  undertaking  has  produced  an  average  of 
1,486,000  gallons  per  day  throughout  the  year.  This  output  is  again 
reported  by  the  Borough  Engineer  to  be  well  within  the  possible 
yield  of  the  Council’s  borehole  sources  at  Westmead  and  Ivyfields. 

The  quality  and  quantity  has  been  satisfactory.  Precautionary 
chlorination  of  -2  part  per  million  continues  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
Council’s  Pumping  Stations. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  Town  Council  have  laid 
such  new  mains  and  services  as  are  required  for  new  housing  pro- 
jects, at  Greenway  Lane  Housing  Site  and  for  the  Permanent  Alum- 
inium Bungalows  at  Westcroft. 

Future  Schemes. 

Construction  works  are  about  to  be  put  in  hand  by  that  Brad- 
ford and  Melksham  Rural  District  Council  In  order  that  the  Town 
Council’s  water  may  be  used  In  that  Rural  District.  A scheme  for 
supplying  water  to  the  Trowbridge  and  Melksham  Water  Board  is 
also  being  considered.  No  extensive  internal  improvement  schemes 
are  under  immediate  consideration. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  extensions  of  the  Westmead  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
which  have  been  in  hand  since  late  In  1946  have  made  considerable 
progress,  and  the  Borough  Engineer  hopes  that  by  the  Autumn  of 
1948  that  these  Works  can  be  put  into  partial  operation,  and  that  the 
greater  part  of  this  contract  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1948. 

The  Town  Council  has  instructed  the  Borough  Engineer  to  make 
a detailed  report  with  recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Patterdown  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  operation  of  which  for 
many  years  has  been  hampered  by  inadequate  sludge  drying  areas 
and  storm  water  tank  capacity.  The  preparation  of  this  report  is 
expected  to  take  some  time,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  housing  and 
other  necessary  works  in  hand  at  the  present  time. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

During  the  year  a new  “ Lewin  ” Compressing  Refuse  Collecting 
Machine  has  been  put  into  operation  and  has  proved  a satisfactory 
Improvement  to  this  service.  Improvement  has  also  been  noticed 
in  the  conditions  at  the  Tip  where  the  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried 
out  by  controlled  tipping. 
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In  order  to  encourage  the  public  to  reduce  nuisances  from  refuse 
between  collections,  the  Town  Council  have  made  arrangements 
to  make  available  to  the  public  supplies  of  dustbins  at  reasonable 
cost.  Up  to  the  time  of  writing  the  public  have  not  taken  full  advan- 
tage of  this  arrangement,  but  It  is  hoped  that  continued  publicity 
will  encourage  all  householders  to  store  all  refuse  under  reasonably 
hygienic  conditions. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  “ The  Cuttings,” 
Bath  Road,  where  reclamation  of  land  has  successfully  been  carried 
out  over  a period  of  years.  As  mentioned  above,  the  compressed 
refuse  now  being  handled  at  this  Tip  has  improved  the  condition  on 
the  site. 

Nuisances  continued  to  be  controlled  by  covering  refuse,  the 
use  of  tip  dressings  and  frequent  rodent  eradication.

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District. 

75  informal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 
No  Statutory  Notices  were  served.  5 notices  had  not  been  compiled 
with  when  the  year  closed. 

From  June  onwards  complaints  were  received  of  the  emission 
of  smoke  and  grit  from  a factory  chimney.  12  inspections  and  7 
observations  were  made,  and  resulted  In  the  nuisance  being  eventually 
abated.  No  complaints  are  now  being  received. 

Housing. 

One  Demolition  Order  was  made  under  Section  11,  Housing  Act* 
1936.  This  house  was  still  occupied  at  end  of  year  (rehoused* 
April,  1948).  Of  the  four  condemned  houses  occupied  at  the  end  of 
the  previous  year,  three  were  still  occupied  at  the  end  of  1947  (one 
rehoused,  March,  1948,  leaving  two  only  at  time  of  writing).  These 
are  being  watched  closely,  and  the  Housing  Committee  Is  being  kept 
Informed  of  their  condition.  One  occupied  by  a single  man,  and  one 
married  couple — no  children. 

Overcrowding. 

Of  the  14  cases  of  overcrowding  brought  forward  from  last  year, 
7 were  abated  during  the  year.  Six  further  cases  were  revealed, 
and  three  of  these  were  also  abated  during  the  year,  leaving  10  known 
cases  at  end  of  year.

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All  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  were  visited  and  their  obligations 
under  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947,  explained. 
Advice  on  the  structure  and  arrangement  of  the  premises  was  also 
given,  to  meet  the  many  Individual  difficulties  which  arose. 

Dealers  with  inadequate  premises  and  limited  facilities  for 
structural  Improvements  have  been  advised  to  attempt  the  sale  of 
cold  mix  Ice  cream  only. 

The  Laboratory  designated  for  the  examination  of  ice  cream 
samples  and  other  Public  Health  Laboratory  specimens  is  situated  at 
Salisbury,  40  miles  away.  Communications  by  road  and  rail  are 
inadequate  to  ensure  that  specimens  reach  the  laboratory  In  reason- 
able time.  During  1948,  thanks  to  the  enterprise  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  ice  cream  samples  are  sent  by  Motor  cycle  to  the  Labora- 
tory. 


Mass  Radiography. 

During  the  Autumn,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  visit  of  the 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  Chippenham  during  November.  The 
Unit  was  installed  in  the  Co-operative  Hall,  Foghamshire  by  courtesy 
of  Mr.  W.  Snow,  Secretary.  In  addition  to  the  arranged  programme 
with  local  industry,  the  unit  was  made  available  to  the  public.  This, 
following  local  press  and  cinema  announcements  proved  to  be  very 
successful,  and  the  demand  for  the  facilities  offered  was  at  times 
almost  beyond  the  capabilities  of  the  unit.  Approximately  1,300 
miniature  films  were  taken  and  *505%  revealed  traces  of  Tuberculosis.
